Any arrangement of ord er for th e sy mbols was permitted , to 
su it th e artistic sense of th e writer. 
Th e Romans u sed I, V, X, L, C, D, and M to represent 1, 5, 10, 
50, 100, 500, 1,000, respectiv ely . 
Ju liu s Caesar woifld h av e written tod ay ’s d ate as MDCOCCLXVI. 
Some time after th e Roman Empire fell and cou ld no longer pro­ 
tect its nu merals, th e su btractiv e position was introd u ced , making 
th e d ate MCMLXVI in mod em Roman nu merals. 
Wou ld n’t y ou h ate to figu re ou t y ou r income tax u sing th ese 
nu merals? 
Th ese early sy stems of nu meration were ad equ ate for writing 
d ates, nu mbering ch apters in a book or record ing th e nu mber of 
d irty sh irts sent to th e lau nd ry . For merely record ing nu mbers th ey 
were clu msy bu t workable. Wh en it came to u sing th em in calcu la­ 
tions th ey were woefu lly poor. 
Baby lonian. Egy ptian, and Roman merch ants wh o h ad to per­ 
form many calcu lations resorted to mech anical means to ov ercome 
th e d ifficu lties inh erent in th eir nu merals. 
Back to d ie Abacu s 
Th ese mech anical meth od s were refined u ntil finally th e abacu s 
was d ev eloped . Th u s th e first ad d ing mach ine was inv ented th rou gh 
necessity . Th e abacu s is so u sefu l th at it is still wid ely u sed in 
many oriental cou ntries. 
Th e Ancient Greeks are often h ailed as great math ematicians 
becau se th ey mad e v alu able contribu tions to geometry and oth er 
brand ies of logical math ematics. 
Howev er, th ey nev er d ev eloped a u sable nu mber sy stem. Th eirs 
was so clu msy th at th e less said abou t it th e better. Th ey simply 
assigned nu merical v alu es to th e letters of th eir alph abet—an awk­ 
ward and d ifficu lt sy stem. It also resu lted in many solid citizens 
getting nau gh ty fou r-letter word s as th e nu mbers on th e license 
plates for th eir ch ariots. 
Wh ile Eu rope was stru ggling with Roman nu merals, th e crafty 
Hind u s and th e Arabs, wh om we d o not cred it with mu ch knowled ge 
tod ay , were d ev eloping th e ru d iments 
of ou r present nu mb« - sy stem. 
Eu ropean bu sinessmen wh o u sed nu mbers constantly learned 
abou t th ese Hind u -Arabic nu merals and gleefu lly accepted th em as 
th e answer to th eir compu tational pray ers. 
Accepted in Eu rope 
Abou t th e time Colu mbu s d iscov ered America, th e Hind u -Arabic 
nu mei v ls were finally accepted in Eu rope. Th e first printed English 
tex tbook u sing th e new nu merals was pu blish ed in 1494. 
Th e Hind u -Arabic nu merals introd u ced two startling new con­ 
cepts. Th e first of th ese was th e zero. No earlier sy stem need ed 
a zero. Th is new sy stem need ed a zero as a place h old er. 
Th e second innov ation of th e Hind u -Arabic nu merals was th e 
concept of place v alu e. No earlier sy stem u sed th e id ea of place 
v alu e. 
To th e Ancient Egy ptians, f\t/ was 12 and so was /M or /Af) 
Th e sequ ence of th e sv mbois d id not affect th e v alu e of th e re­ 
su lting nu meral. Th e rev ised Roman nu merals h ad th e IV for 4 
and th e IX for 9 and CM for 91)0. Th is was not a tru e place v alu e 
concept, bu t rath er a conv enient su btractiv e notation. 
No Ch ange in Sigh t 
Place v alu e came into fu ll bloom only in th is new nu mber sy a- 
tem. In th e nu meral 1966 th e first d igit is 1,000 becau se it is in th e 
th ou sand s place. Th e second d igit is read 900 becau se it is in th e 
h u nd red s place. Th e th ird d igit h as th e v alu e 60 becau se it is in th e 
tens place and th e final d igit is 6 becau se it is in th e ones place. 
In a few y ears it will be 1970, not 197. In th is nu meral th e zero is 


necessary to put 1 in the thousands place. In numbers like 100, 905, 
70, etc., the zero serv es as a place holder to put the significant 
digits in the right place. 
Another new and ex tremely v aluable feature of the Hindu-Arabic 
numbers is their ex tent. 
Any quantity from the astronomically large to the microscopic­ 
ally small can be written with ease. The other sy stems hid sy m­ 
bols for 1,000 or 10,000 as the largest character. 
The early civ ilizations got along all right with their numbers. 
They had little need for ex tremely large quantities That was* the 
era before huge national budgets. 
The Romans would hav e worn out a carton of ball point pens 
writing the amount of our national budget of ov er H00 billion. This 
number would hav e taken 100 million M’s stretching out to 314 
miles at 5 M’s per inch. 
Flex ibility 
The fundamental flex ibility and the adaptiv eness of our present 
numbers lead one to believ e that they are here to stay . There hav e, 
howev er, been abortiv e attempts by small groups of scholars to con 
v ert from a decimal sy stem to a duodecimal sy stem. This means 
to stop counting by tens and start counting by twelv es (dozens). 
The suggested change has some merit but is not sufficient to offset 
confusion during the changeov er. Nev ertheless, the electronic com­ 
puter and some of the new studies in Logic as well as some of the 
new forms of Mathematics hav e brought about the use of binary 
numbers by a segment of our scientific world. Binary - numbers are 
simply numbers with which we count by twos. More will be said 
about this in later installments. 
Today we are Vising the best sy stem y et dev ised for writing 
numerals for any number, howev er large or small. A numeral is 
the sy mbol for the number which is a mental concept of quantity

Specifically, what choices do we have today 
in sealing off South Viet Nam? 
While we have accepted much abuse for bomb­ 
ing North Viet Nam the results (in exchange) 
have not been as valuable as they could and should 
have been. 
Remote Washington's hmir-hy-hour control of 
target choices has p r o v e n highly impractical. 
Moreover, the target policy in general has worked 
against the essential sealing off of reinforcements and materiel. 
Congressional and public dissatisfaction on this point are completely 
Justified. 
Commanders of our air effort and the endangered personnel in 
It, apparently make allowances for the political problems involved 
In bombing the Hanoi-Haiphong complex and in instituting the sore­ 
ly needed sea blockade, debatable as these omissions may be. But 
most of the air chiefs find unfathomable what we are doing along 
with what we fail to do in the operations laid on. 
In particular, not only the main railroad from Red China's Yun­ 
nan Province into North Viet Nam but all — yes, all — North Viet 
Nam railroads are still operating. 
In Washington's target selection bridge-bombing has been neither 
consistent nor continuous. Normally the bridges are repaired very 
fast and in the 37-day bombing pause this became an uninterrupted 
and largely completed program. 
Even without direct bombing of the Hanoi-Haiphong complex, 
and even without the sea blockade, a tight bombing pattern could 
waJ off this complex. 
Its supplies pass through a funnel on the way to our enemy. 
Die funnel’s narrowest point is just south of a town called Vinh. By 
common consent, Interdiction at this bottleneck would be a bo dy 
blow to Hanoi. 
Beyond this looms the question of ground fighting in Laos to 
better block the Ho Chi Minh trail. The bombing pause did not 
apply In Laos. During the cease-fire offensive we attacked large 
(and increasingly large) truck convoys there. 
Laotian Premier Souvanna Phouma appears resigned to this and 
(wo influences are keeping our ground troops out of his “ neutral” 
country. The U.S. forces required in land-locked Laos would be 
large and the State Department, in turn, somehow wishes to main­ 
tain the charade of the 1962 Laotian agreement which prohibited 
them. 
At Honolulu, how did the military commanders (as distinguished 
from the Defense Department) view a “ cease-fire” and the chance 
of this? 
Their great fear is a “ cease-fire.” With the supply and rein­ 
forcement frontiers still open this would allow the enemy to regroup 
tnto nearly unbeatable shape while the talks dragged on. 
They referred to Korea. The enemy today is using the same 
tunneling and underground blockhouse tactics used there. In Korea 
we fired, in reply, more artillery ammunition than we consumed on 
all fronts throughout World War II. Then the Reds stalled and 
stalled in the Panmunjom talks for 13 months. At the end the key 
Rod positions were all but impregnable. 
The military’ fear of a “ cease-fire” is based on a repetition of 
this. But if the supply and reinforcement routes are closed the 
Implications in a “ cease-fire” would change completely. 
Accordingly, successful policy to actually close these routes prior 
to a “ cease-fire” is the leaky bottom in our strategic bucket, both 
militarily and politically. 
Just as propaganda is a weapons system to the Communists, so

Draws From 13 Countries

For the third consecutive year, 
Prof. Donald J. Bogue, popula­

help control their nations’ soaring 
birth rates. 
Representing 
virtually 
every 
major religious and political per­ 
suasion. the students came from 
such diverse nations as Belgium, 
Colombia, Ethiopia. Egypt, India, 
Indonesia, Korea, Malaysia. Pak­ 
istan Poland, Thailand, Trinidad 
and Turkey. 
Colombia: An Example 
The largest single contingent, 
11 students, came from Colombia, 
where the faculties of seven medi­ 
cal schools have joined to promote 
the adoption of birth control as 
public policy. Among the Colom­ 
bians were two Roman Catholic 
priests, who were observers at 
the workshop. 
One Colombian. Dr. Jorge Vil­ 
lareal, professor of obstetrics at 
Catholic University in Bogota, was 
particularly concerned with the 
health consequences of a lack of 
family planning. “ Without birth 
control." he said, “ we get fami­ 
lies with very large numbers of 
children and with large families 
we get many genetic defects.

But if they didn’t survive, 
well, there would be fewer to 
feed.”

Birth control 
wars banned in 1923 in order to 
build the population. In 40 year* 
as population more than tripled, 
infant mortality rates rocketed. 
In the easternmost region, the 
physician said, about one-fourth 
o( babies were perishing during 
their first year. Mothers did not 
make clothing for children until 
they were certain of survival.

He u rg ed paren ts to hav e their 
children immu n ized ag ain st m ea­ 
sles. The v accin e is recom m en ded 
for all children n in e mon ths of 
ag e an d older, in clu din g those in . 
their early teen s who hav e n ev er 
had m easles. 


The departm en t h as abou t 8 0,- 
000 doses of m easles v accin e, to­ 
g ether with immu n e g lobu lin for 
con cu rren t adm in istration , av ail­ 
able for distribu tion to phy sician s. 
The v accin e shou ld be g iv en be­ 
fore ex posu re to the disease. 


P aren ts of su sceptible children 
shou ld m ake arran g em en ts with 
their fam ily phy sician or pediatri­ 
cian , or they m ay con tact thedr 
local health departm en t to deter­ 
min e if this imm u n ization is in ­ 
clu ded in the local serv ices. 


“ Man y paren ts con sider m ea­ 
sles a simple, sev en -day childhood 
illn ess.” Dr. Yoder said, “ bu t it 
is far from that. Its dan g er lies 
in complication s often cau sed by 
the illn ess an d in other diseases 
for which m easles seem to open 
the w ay .”

These include what to do with 
program originations by CATV, 
the importing of distant televi­

to impose different degrees of 
regulation on big city and small 
town systems.
